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Enjoy The Holidays — Think Safety

In the midst of the holiday 
season, homes are transformed into 
Christmas wonderlands. Pine 
scented trees sparkle with lights and 
shiny ornaments. 

The Attorney General's Office of 
Consumer Protection urges 
consumers to exercise caution to 
avoid accidents which occur this time 
of the year by following proper safety 
precautions. 

Christmas lights are among the 
most popular of decorations, but 
they present possible electrical 
hazards. Light strings should be 
checked yearly for frayed wires, 
loose connections, broken or cracked 
sockets, and spots where bare wire is 
exposed. Damaged sets should be 
repaired before using, or thrown out. 
Don't overload extension cords. No 
more than three string should be 
plugged into a single cord. Unplug 
all lights and extensions when 
leaving the house or going to bed. 

Bubbling lights are a temptation 
for young children to play with and 
break. The liquid inside the bubbles

10 pound capacity 
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contains a hazardous chemical and 
cold be swallowed by a small child. 

Outdoor lights should be 
weatherproof and clearly identified 
as designed for outdoor use. Fasten 
securely to trees, house walls or a 
firm support to protect them from 
wind damage. Be sure to remove 
when the season is over since these 
lights are not designed for extended 
exposure to the elements. 

Never use lights on a metallic 
tree. If the string of lights is 
defective, a metallic tree could 


become charged with electricity and 
touching a branch could lead to 
severe shock or electrocution. 

Candles are a beautiful addition 
to any holiday decorating scheme. 
They should be put in non- 
flammable holders, and kept away 
from wrapping paper or other decor- 
ations. Never place candles on a tree 
or near other evergreens. 

Trimming the tree is a favorite of 
the Christmas season. Small children 
love to help with the decorating, so 
parents would be wise to choose non- 


breakable ornaments that kids can 
handle safely. Avoid trimmings that 
resemble candy or food. A young 
child could try to eat them. 

Use gloves when decorating with 
spun giass or angle hair. This can be 
an irritant to both skin and eyes. 
Families with small children should 
avoid this type of decoration com- 
pletely.

SEWING SEAMS TOGETHER 


Have vou had the top layer of a 
seam come out longer than the 
bottom layer? I have. This is a 
common problem when sewing with 
heavy woven fabrics or double knits. 

The pressor foot pressure on the 
sewing machine is usually the 
problem. When the pressure’s set 
too light, the bottom fabric tends to 
move along faster than the top layer 
while sewing seams. This causes 
puckers on one side of the seam. 
When the pressure’s too heavy, the 
top fabric may be stretched as it is 
sewn.

STORING FLOUR 

After you finish all of your baking 
you may have whole wheat, graham 
or rye flours left over. Don’t let it 
become rancid. To keep its fresh- 
ness and good baking quality and to 
preserve moisture, store flour in an 
airtight container or better still 
freeze these flours for long-term 
storage. To freeze them, wrap bags 
carefully in moisture-vapor-resistant 
material 

Always keep any flour in air- 
tight contaners in a cool, dry place. 
Never keep it near a heat source.

Divine Message: Matthew 1:18-23 

The story of our Lord’s birth is 
much brighter in this version than it 
is in Luke's. 

Impossible Situation - vv. 18-19 

Now the birth of Jesus Christ was 
on this wise: When as his mother 
Mary was espoused to Joseph, 
before they came together, she was 
found with child of the Holy Ghost. 
Then Joseph her husband, being a 
just man, and not willing to make her 
a public example, was minded to put 
her away privily. 

To understand these verses, we 
need to understand the three steps of 
a Jewish marriage. The first step 
was engagement. Usually this was 
made between the parents while the 
couple were still children. In the 
second step, the engaged couple was 
betrothed. Barclay observes that 
“once the betrothal was entered into 
it was absolutely binding.’" The 
betrothal lasted for one year; then 
the couple was considered legally 
married. This one year was so 
crucial that it took a bill of divorce- 
ment to end the marriage contract. 
The third step was the actual 
marriage, then the sexual relation- 
ship could be consummated. 

Thus Joseph and Mary were in 
the second phase of the marriage 
relationship when the Lord appeared 
to her. Only by understanding 
Jewish marriage customs can we 
understand the events which are 
described in verse 18. 

Verse 18 begins by emphasizing 
that the birth of Jesus is the new 
beginning. The word translated 
“birth” is the Greek Genesis. The 
text goes to great lengths to point out 
that the child had been conceived by 
the Holy Ghost. It notes that Mary 
and Joseph were betrothed, not 
married in the fullest sense. It also 
points out that the birth was the 
direct act of the Holy Ghost. 

Barclay notes four great aspects 
of the Jewish understanding of the 
Holy Ghost that we should keep in 
mind: 

|. The Holy Ghost was the person 
who brought God's truth to men. 

2. The Holy Ghost enabled men 
to recognize the truth when they had 
heard and seen it. 

3. The Holy Ghost was related to 
the activity of divine creation. 
(Gensis 1:1) 

4. The Holy Ghost was connected 
with the acts of divirie re-creation. 
This is developed in Ezekiel’s vision 
of the dry bones. (Ezekiel 37:1-4) 

In Luke 1:26-35 is recorded how 
the angel Gabriel informed Mary 
that she would conceive under the 
power of the Holy Ghost. While this 
is not told in the Matthewan account, 
it is certainly part of the background 
to the story. 

It is important to keep in mind 
the connections between creation 
and redemption in our lesson, as 
seen in the use of Genesis and the 
corresponding first book of the Bible. 
Note the Spirit of the Lord was 
empaged (Genesis 1:1) in moving 
over the world, bringing order out of 
chaos ‘‘in the beginning’’. The same 
Spirit worked in the new creation 
which came in the person of Jesus. 

Verse 19 reflects what was men- 
tioned earlier regarding the serious- 
ness of the betrothal period: it took a 
bill of divorce to conclude a legal 
marriage. 

Joseph had two legal options in 
this situation: in the first he could 
institute a lawsuit against Mary. In 
theory she could be stoned as a 
result of the lawsuit; however, 
Jewish law was so complex that such 
extreme measures were rarely 
enforced (Hehdriksen). The second 
option was the private bill of divorce. 
The first option would have exposed 
Mary to shame and disgrace of the 
community. Joseph is called *‘a just 
man’’, indicating a sense of com- 
passion and his love for her. Hence 
he ‘“‘was minded to put her away 
privily”’. 


Divine Solution ~ vv. 20-23 

But while he thought on these 
things, behold, the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a dream, 
saying, Joseph, thou son of David, 
fear not to take unto thee Mary thy 
wife; for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ghost. And she 
shall bring forth a son, and thou 
shalt call His Name Jesus; for He 
shall save His people from their sins. 
Now all this was done, that it might 


be fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord by the prophet saying, Behold, 
a virgil shall be with child, and shall 
bring forth a son, and they shall call 
his name Emmanuel, which being 
interpreted is - God with us. 

The focus of the birth story in 
Matthew is upon Joseph. Luke 
records the situation of Mary in far 
more detail. 

Verse 20 reflects that Joseph was 
a just man. He took the time to 
seriously consider his actions in this 
“impossible situation’’. The word 
Behold means ‘‘to introduce a 
dramatic change”’ in the situation as 
Joseph perceived it. An unidentified 
angel appeared to Joseph in a 
dream, with the divine revelation of 
the will of God. 

There are several highlights in 
the message of the angel. First, 
although Joseph was a ‘“‘just man’’, 
it took God's revelation for him to 
understand who Jesus is. Second, 
Jesus was called ‘‘son of David", 
reminding him of his standing in the 
lineage of the Messiah. Third, 
Joseph's fear of what others might 
say was replaced by the confidence 
that he was called to live a life that 
pleased God, not men. Forth, the 
reason he should act without fear 
was that the child in Mary’s womb 
was “‘conceived . . . of the Holy 
Ghost’. 

In verse 21 the message of the 
angel focused on the unborn Jesus. 
The angel announced that the name 
of the son was to be Jesus, which 
means “‘Savior’’ or ‘‘the Lord of 
salvation’’. Jesus comes from the 
word Joshua. In Hebrew there is a 
play on words between Joshua and 
Save that is impossible to bring out 
in English translations. The purpose 
of his life was made clear: ‘He shall 
save his people (Israel) from their 
sins” 

In verse 22 Matthew introduces a 
favorite literary device of his: the use 
of Old Testament references as 
proof-texts for incidents in the life of 


Jesus. (The quote in verse 23 comes _ 


from Isaiah 7:14). 

The central term in Isaiah’s 
prophecy is the Greek word 
Parthenos, which means “‘virgin’’. 
Matthew used the Septuagint 
Version of the Old Testament, in 
which the Isaiah passage uses 
Parthenos to describe the mother of 
Emmanuel. 


Courageous Obedience - Matthew 
1:24, 25 

Then Joseph being raised from 
sleep did as the angel of the Lord had 
bidden him and took unto him his 
wife: and knew her not till she had 
brought forth her firstborn son; and 
she called his Name Jesus. 


Remember that verses 22 and 23 
are the editorial work of Matthew, 
and not part of the message of the 
angel to Joseph. There is no reason 
to assume, however, that Joseph did 
not understand the child to be born 
to Mary was the fulfillment of the 
prophecy given through Isaiah seven 
hundred years earlier. Being a just 
man, a man knowledgeable of the 
law, we can assume that the 
importance of this event was clear to 
him. This is evidenced in that he 
heard God's message (Matthew 2) 
regarding the threat to the child’s 
life by Herod. 

Joseph's doubts had come to an 
end, God had spoken to him, he 
listened, and now he would obey. 
There can be no separating these 
three elements of obedience in the 
life of the believer. The believer 
must be able to hear what God has to 
say. This requires an open heart and 
Spirit. It requires a life that is just 
before God. It requires a commit- 
ment that places His Word above all 
things. How tragic it is when 
persons follow after those things that 
are not of God! For us to hear God 
speak today means we are receptive 
to continual contact with His Word. 
It means we allow the Spirit to 
confirm that Word in our lives and 
give us direction. 

Listening to God requires 
humility and the recognition that He 
is the most important voice we shall 
cver hear. To really hear God is to 
obey Him. It is difficult to separate 
the two. There are sad instances 
where a person hears the voice of 
Jesus and turns away (Mark 
10;17-22). But for the most part, to 
hear God is to faithfully respond to 
him.

According to Philip J. Sullivan, 
IRS District Director, 1,176 refund 
checks totaling $421,485 ranging 
from as little as $1.00 to as much as 


$9,866 were returned by the Postal 
Service as undeliverable in this area. 

Sullivan says the taxpayers may 
have moved or changed their last 
names during the year and failed to 
notify the IRS, or that the hand- 
writing of the name and address of 
the return simply has been illegible. 


When a refund is returned by the 
Postal Service, the IRS attempts to 
find the taxpayer and deliver the 
check, but there are always some 
individuals who cannot be found.

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USDA Seeks Comments 
On 1985 
Peanut Program 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture is asking for public comment 
on two provisions of the 1985 peanut 
program: the 1985 foan rates for 
both quota and additional (non- 
quota) peanuts, and the minimum 
Commodity Credit Corporation price 
for export edible 1985-crop addi 
tional peanuts. 

According to Everett Rank, 
administrator of USDA's Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conservatiort 
Service. USDA is required to 
announce the national average loan 
level for 1985-crop additional 
peanuts no later than February 15. 

Price support levels for 1985-crop 
peanuts and the minimum CCC 
export edible sales price for 
additional peanuts are usually 
determined and announced at the 
same time to allow peanut producers 
an opportunity to make financial 
plans. Rank said. 

The law provides that the 
national average support level for 
the 1985 crop of quota peanuts will 
be adjusted to reflect anv increase in 
the national average cost of peanut 
production for the preceding year, 
excluding any increase in the cost of 
land. Thc jaw also provides that the 
support rate for cach crop may not be 
increased more than 6 percent. 

Rank said that the national 
average support level for i985 quota 
peanuts would be increased $10.60 a 
ton from the 1984 level of 5550 per 
ton to $560.60 per ton if the 1984 
estimated cost of production remains 
at its present level. The cost of 
producing 1984-crop quota peanuts 
either on a per acre basis or a per 
pound basis adjusted for the effects 
of drought years is currently 
estimated to be above that of 1983. 

Rank said the price support rates 
on additional peanuts are to be set at 
such a level as the Secretary of 
Agriculture deems appropriate, 
taking into account certain factors 
such as the domestic and foreign 
demand for peanut oil and peanut 
meal, the expected prices for other 
vegetable oils and protein meals, 
and the demand for peanuts in 
foreign markets. Rank also said this 
rate is set at a level that will ensure 
no loss to CCC from sale or disposal 
of such peanuts placed under loan. 
CCC is proposing that this level be 
$185 per ton for 1985-crop additional 
peanuts. 

The 1984 additional peanut 
support level was $185 a ton and the 
CCC sales price for export edible 
peanuts was $425 a ton. 

Further details on the proposal 
are scheduled to appear in the 
December 12 Federal Register and 
are also available from Gypsy Banks, 
USDA/ASCS, 3732-S, P.O. Box 
2415, Washington, D.C. 20013, 
202/447-5953.
